Catholic  school,  cut  tuition  to  $7,250  from 
$8,150  last  year. 

The  $900  cut — a more  than  10  percent 
drop — -was  to  bring  costs  in  line  with 
Aquinas  College  at  Newton  in  preparation 
for  a merger  of  the  two  Aquinas  colleges  in

Women  who  have  lived  through  rape  have 
often  described  it  as  living  through  a murder 
When  Amanda  Guthom,  director  of  campus 
safety  at  Pine  Manor  College,  heard  that,  she 
said  she  wanted  to  teach  as  many  women  as 
possible  to  defend  themselves  against  such  a 
violent  crime.  Guthom,  along  with  the 
Brookline  Police  Dep.irtnient,  recently  received 
a $26,525  stale  grant  that  allows  them  to  teach 
a Rape  Aggression  Defense  class  to  students 
and  the  pubbc  for  a minimal  charge. 


Beginning  this  week,  four  Brookline  police 
officers,  Guthom  and  a Pine  Manor  security 
guard  arc  teaming  up  to  teach  women  not 
only  how  to  physically  defend  against  an 
attacker,  but  how  to  recognize  and  avoid 
potentially  dangerous  situations 
“Rape  is  the  most  personal  of  crimes. 
Women  who  are  survivors  are  really  being 
robbed  of  their  dignity  What  we’re  really 
teaching  our  students  is  how  to  survive,” 
Guthom  said.

-any  colleges  and  universities 
can  turn  to  staff  members  or  stu- 
. dents  to  create  and  maintain  their 
World-Wide  Web  sites.  But  others  hire 
professional  site  designers — because  the 
institution  is  in  a hurry  or  because  its  staff 
members  don’t  have  the  necessary  skills. 

In  going  outside,  however,  these  col- 
leges face  touchy  issues — including  how 
much  control  to  give  the  designers  and 
how  to  maintain  the  site  after  the  initial 
design  is  completed.  As  the  World-Wide 
Web  has  become  an  important  tool  for  ad- 
missions directors  and  others  concerned 
.about  a college's  image,  such  questions  are 
increasingly  significant. 

Hiring  an  outside  designer  forces  an  in- 
stitution to  make  many  decisions  about  its 
site  in  advance,  and  to  live  with  the  conse- 
quences of  those  decisions — or  to  pay  for 
changes.  For  instance,  who  is  the  primary 
audience?  Is  the  site  chiefly  an  admissions 
tool?  If  so,  its  designers  must  capture  the

In  the 
political  arena,  George  was  selected  by 
President  Clinton  to  represent  U.S. 
Women  CEO's  abroad  in  the  first-of-its- 
kind  "Women  in  Trade"  business  devel- 
opment mission  in  Amsterdam  and 
London.  She  was  also  selected  to  partici- 
pate in  the  1993  NAFTA  Conference. 
George  is  very  dedicated  to  The  Hori- 
zons Initiative,  a program  for  homeless 
children  in  Boston.  She  also  serves  on 
the  steering  committee  for  Boston's  Cen- 
ter House.

This  summer  on  the  PMC  campus 
the  Center  for  Inclusive  Leadership 
and  Social  Responsibility  launched 
several  activities  for  people  of  all  ages, 
including  the  national  conference  on 
New  Ways  of  Leading  and  Learning 
in  the  Classroom  and  the  Workplace; 
the  exciting  “Leadership  Adventure 
in  Boston”  summer  camp  for  girls 
in  grades  7- 1 0;  and  the  Leadership 
Weekend  for  High  School  Girls.  The 
PMC  community  participated  in  these 
programs  in  several  ways:  as  presen- 
ters or  attendees  at  the  national  con- 
ference, and  as  Camp  and  Leadership 
Weekend  counselors,  providing  the 
young  campers  with  terrific  role 
models,  while  offering  the  students  a 
chance  to  mentor,  grow,  and  experi- 
ence inclusive  leadership  first-hand. 

In  the  nine  months  since  the  Center 
has  been  instituted,  the  Center  has 
implemented  these  three  major  pro- 
grams with  tremendous  success  and 
with  great  benefit  to  the  Pine  Manor 
College  community. 

Upcoming  Activities 

2nd  Student  Leadership  Conference 
November  14-16,  1997 

2nd  National  Conference  on  New  Ways  of 
Leading  and  Learning  in  the  Classroom 
and  the  Workplace 
April  3-5.  1998 


The  Center's  summer  activities  began  in  June  with  its  first  annual  national  confer- 
ence focusing  on  new  approaches  to  teaching,  learning  and  leading,  not  just  in 
the  classroom,  but  in  the  workplace  as  well.  June  5-8  saw  the  campus  filled  with 
conference  participants  from  across  the  country,  all  gathering  to  share  ideas  and  talk 
about  some  very  exciting  issues  surrounding  the  changes  in  the  ways  we  educate 
our  students  and  prepare  our  future  and  current  workforce.  Participants  represent- 
ed 10  states  and  included  educators,  business  and  human  resource  practitioners, 
and  non-profit  administrators,  as  well  as  many  faculty  and  staff  from  the  PMC  com- 
munity. 

The  conference  took  shape  when  a small  committee,  comprised  of  Nia  Lane 
Chester,  Dean  of  the  College,  Eugene  Rosi,  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President, 
Stephen  Thompson,  Dean  for  Co-Curriculum  and  Advising,  and  Rosario  Tosiello, 
Dean  for  Academic  Policies  and  Procedures,  began  organizing  a national  gathering 
that  would  pull  together  professionals  from  various  disciplines  to  discuss  common 
issues  arid  explore  new  teaching  techniques.  Betty  DaSilva,  Program  Assistant  for 
the  Center  for  ILSR  was  also  instrumental  in  helping  get  the  conference  off  the 
ground.  With  very  little  time  and  few  monetary  resources,  the  committee  solicited 
workshop  proposals  and  marketed  the  conference  through  advertisements  and  a 
brochure.  "It  was  a terrific  example  of  how  people  in  the  PMC  community  could 
work  together  toward  a common  goal,  and  produce  something  of  high  quality  in 
such  a short  time,"  said  Dr.  Chester. 

The  marketing  efforts  resulted  in  a flurry  of  proposals,  from  which  30  were 
selected  to  be  presented  at  the  conference.  Workshop  highlights  included: 

A Spirit  of  Inquiry,  a 
Hunger  for  Change,  A Delight 
in  Differences,  presented  by 
Betty  Henderson  Smith  of 
BankBoston.  This  heavily 
attended  workshop  focused 
on  BankBoston's  diversity 
curriculum,  illustrating  how 
the  offerings  link  directly  to 
the  bank's  core  values  and 
foster  new  approaches  to 
doing  business,  creating 
Betty  Henderson  Smith  of  BankBoston  (left)  meets  with  community  and  growing  as

the  College. 
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Adele  Lander,  Assistant  Vice  President, 
Branch  Manager  for  Citizens  Bank  in  Ply- 
mouth, MA,  conducted  a session  entitled 
Citizens  V olunteerism:  What  it  Means  for 
Everyone.  She  explained  Citizen  Bank's 
Community  Sabbatical  Program,  which 
allows  employees  to  participate  in  a full- 
time, three-month  community  service 
experience.  Ms.  Lander  discussed  the 
bank's  motivation  for  offering  this 
program,  and  shared  its  impact  on  her  as  a person  and  as 
an  employee. 

Peggy  Curry,  Associate  Deem  of  Off-Campus  Instruction  at 
Genesee  Community  College,  Batavia,  NY,  presented  a work- 
shop entitled  Follow  the  Yellow  Brick  Road:  Effective  Leadership 
Training  for  Youth.  The  program  illustrated  how  video  clips 
from  The  Wizard  of  Oz  can  be  used  to  demonstrate  different 
styles  of  leadership. 

Creating  in  Concert  was  presented  by  Jeff  Mauzy,  a principal 
at  Synectics,  Inc.  of  Cambridge,  MA.  hr  37  years  of  work  with 
both  individuals  and  groups,  Synectics  has  identified  many 
processes  and  techniques  that  organizations  can  use  to 
increase  the  probability  of  generating  new  ideas  and  crafting 
them  into  solutions  that  get  implemented.  This  workshop 
allowed  participants  to  try  out  these  methods  and  take  them 
back  to  their  organizations. 

Interactive  Workshop:  Leading,  Teaching,  Learning  and  Active 
Participation  in  the  Classroom,  was  presented  by  Hans  Emil 
Klein  of  the  World  Association  for  Case  Method  Research  and

Application,  Needham,  MA.  Using  exercises  that  required  the 
participants  to  work  together  to  build  a tower  out  of  newspa- 
per, this  fun  and  informative  workshop  was  geared  toward 
instructors  who  want  to  apply  techniques  for  generating  inter- 
action between  students  and  faculty,  among  students,  and 
between  student  arid  subject  matter. 

PMC  Professor  Bill  Vogele  chaired  a panel  on  Exploring 
Dimensions  of  Conflict  Prevention  and  Social  Change  by  present- 


ing a panel,  consisting  of  Jorje  H.  Zalles,  Universidad  San 
Francisco  de  Quito,  Quito  Ecuador;  the  Assistant  Director  of 
Peace  Games,  Debbie  Glazer,  who  discussed  her  work  on  con- 
flict prevention  in  the  Boston  schools;  Joe  Bond  and  Irena 
Georgieva  Dryankova-Bond,  American  University  in  Bulgaria, 
who  discussed  their  work  with  university  students  in  monitor- 
ing conflicts  and  examining  the  challenges  of  building  new 
social  institutions  in  southeastern  Europe. 

Amanda  Guthorn,  PMC 
Director  of  Security,  and  Tom 
Campbell,  Detective  Sergeant, 
Brookline  Police  Department,  led 
a workshop  on  Educating  to 
Prevent  Violence  Against  Women:  A 
Model  for  Community  Collaboration. 
The  presenters  showed  ways  in 
which  the  planned  program 
encourages  empowerment  and 
self-reliance  through  discussion  of 
the  issues  of  relationship  violence, 
including  personal  safety  and 
defense  techniques. 

Two  professors  from  the  School 
of  Business  at  Pacific  Luther  University  in  Tacoma,  WA,  Linda 
K.  Gibson  and  Bruce  W.  Finnie,  presented  New  Ways  of  Collabo- 
rative Learning  and  Leading  in  the  Classroom:  Experiments  in  High- 
er Education.  They  discussed  their  class  "experiments"  in 
partnership:  a finance  class  co-taught  with  a regional  business 
owner  and  a competency-based  organizational  behavior  class 
using  semester-long  teams  with  peer  evaluation.  Video  panel 
discussions  gave  students'  perspectives  on  these  classes. 

The  positive  feedback  from  conference  participants  was 
overwhelming.  Presenters  and  listeners  alike  praised  the 
intimate  discussion  groups,  the  personalized  attention  from 
Center  administrators,  and  the  campus  services — meals  and 
rooms — which  all  helped  to  make  the  conference  a wonderful 
experience.  Several

were  formed — 
many  of  which 
crossed  traditional 
disciplinary  bound- 
aries.

Campers  also  participated  in  the  Dis- 
ability Olympics,  where  they  simulated 
what  it  was  like  to  live  with  a disability. 
They  also  had  fun  creating  their  own 
"Medicine  Wheels" — a Native  American 
craft  where  each  camper  decorated  a 
wheel  with  four  sections  to  illustrate 
four  parts  of  their  lives:  Choices,  Fun, 
Belonging,  and  Power.  In  the  center  was 
portrayed  an  overall  goal  or  theme  about 
themselves.  Other  workshops  included  a 
Ropes  Course,  where  students  learned 
trust  and  respect  for  others  in  a risk-tak- 
ing environment;  a hip-hop  dancing 
class,  a photography  workshop,  and  a 
computer  seminar,  led  by  PMC  Profes- 
sor Joan  Weinstein,  which  gave  the  girls 
a chance  to  create  their  own  slide  show 
using  PowerPoint  software. 


According  to  the  15  campers 
who  attended  the  Leadership 
Adventure  in  Boston,  two  weeks  was 
just  not  long  enough  to  enjoy  all  the  ter- 
rific activities  offered  in  this  unique  sum- 
mer camp  experience  at  PMC.  hr  its  first 
year,  the  camp  got  off  to  a great  start, 
with  the  group  of  16  girls,  ranging  from 
12-15  years  of  age,  clamoring  for  more  at 
the  end  of  their  stay  at  Pine  Manor.

The 
campers  also  loved  participating  in  the 
campfire,  at  which  they  made  up  and 
performed  group  songs,  skits  and  ghost 
stories. 

Camp  Director  Laura  Corddry  felt  the 
experience  was  extremely  worthwhile 
for  the  campers  and  counselors  alike. 

"The  counselors  did  as  much  growing  as 
the  campers  did!"  she  said.  She  also  was 
pleased  that  the  camp  staff  met  their 
goals  of  building  campers'  collaboration 
and  communication  skills,  enhancing 
their  self-esteem,  and  encouraging  their 
leadership  potential.

In  May,  construction  began  on  Pine

Prevention 
Program 


Pine  Manor  College  and  the  Brookline  Police  Department  recently  received  a grant 
for  $26,525  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety  under  the  Vio- 
lence Against  Women  Act.  The  grant  will  allow  PMC  and  the  Brookline  Police 
Department  to  jointly  initiate  a domestic  violence  prevention  program  that  will 
enable  them  to  run  a series  of  Rape  Agression  Defense  (RAD)  classes  (12  sets  of  12- 
hour  sessions).  Tire  classes  teach  women  not  only  how  to  physically  defend  them- 
selves against  an  attacker,  but  how  to  recognize  and  avoid  potentially  dangerous 
situations.  Tire  sessions  will  take  place  at  various  locations  around  Brookline,  includ- 
ing Pine  Manor  College. 

Amanda  Guthorn,  Director  of  Security  at  Pine  Manor  College  and  a trained  RAD 
instructor,  has  been  teaching  the  course  as  part  of  the  physical  education  program  at 
PMC.  Last  year,  she  spoke  with  Brookline  Police  Sergeant  Thomas  Campbell  about 
applying  for  a grant  through  the  Violence  Against  Women  Act  to  open  the  class  up 
to  more  women  in  the  community.  As  a result,  four  officers  of  the  Police  Department 
and  two  PMC  security  officers  received  intensive  RAD  framing  to  teach  the  course 
on  campus  arid  in  the  community.  As  part  of  the  grant,  PMC  has  hired  a part  time 
Relationship  Violence  Coordinator,  Heather  Bowen,  to  assist  with  the  program. 
Heather's  interests  in  women's  issues  led  her  to  work  as  a volunteer  Rape  Crisis  and 
"Hot  Line"  Shift  Counselor  at  the  Rape  Crisis  Center  of  Central  Massachusetts 
(including  a 40  hour  training  program),  and  she  was  involved  in  all  aspects  of  the 
Clothesline  Project  of  Worcester  Comity. 

The  RAD  courses  have  been  funded  for  one  year,  running  once  a month  in  three 
4-hour  sessions.  The  cost  is  $10.00.  Please  contact  the  PMC  Security  Department  at

As  we  come  together  today  to  start  another  year, 
we  continue  a commitment  to  the  education  of 
women — education  for  lives  of  leadership  and  life 
long  learning  with  others — a commitment  that 
remains  as  essential  and  necessary  today  as  it  did 
when  our  founder  Helen  Temple  Cooke  first  recog- 
nized it  in  1911.  And  it  is  an  occasion  to  remind  our- 
selves that  together  we  can  accomplish  what  none  of 
us  can  do  alone  and  we  can  enjoy  doing  it. 

We  are  delighted  to  welcome  more  than  90  first 
year  students  into  our  community.  They  made  a 
great  choice  to  be  with  us  and  we  will  all  be 
enriched  by  their  presence  on  this  campus.  They 
come  from  18  states  and  11  countries.  They  repre- 
sent the  kind  of  diversity  Pine  Manor  has  long 
encouraged  and  nourished.  They  are  a microcosm  of 
the  world  of  women  and  of  the  community  here  at 
Pine  Manor  College. 

I am  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  women  represent 
a wide  range  of  accomplishments,  services,  and  ath- 
letic involvements,  a range  of  socioeconomic  fami- 
lies, a range  of  cultural  groups,  and  very 
importantly,  a range  of  learning  styles.  We  are  not 
easily  categorized. 

We  know  that  inclusive  leadership  depends  on 
diversity,  and  air  education  to  promote  such  leader- 
ship— the  education  your  faculty  have  produced 
here  at  Pine  Manor  College — cannot  be  achieved 
without  diversity.  The  fact  that  individuals  from 
such  varied  backgrounds,  with  varied  styles  of 
learning,  thrive  at  Pine  Manor  is  a fact  to  be  celebrat- 
ed. We  are  diverse  by  design  because  to  be  other- 
wise would  be  false  to  our  mission  and  would 
defeat  our  goals  for  teaching  and  leanring  inclusive 
leadership. 

In  keeping  with  this  commitment,  this  summer 
we  extended  tire  benefits  of  the  College  to  some  new 
groups.  With  the  establishment  of  the  Center  for 
Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility  in 
April,  we  sponsored  a National  Conference  here  on 
campus,  held  a two  week  Leadership  Camp  for 
middle  school  girls  and  began  a series  of  Leadership 
Weekends  for  high  school  girls.  Many  students,  fac- 
ulty and  staff  made  all  three  of  these  community 
outreach  programs  huge  successes  and  we  are 
already  planning  for  this  year's  events. 

Let  me  review  a few  more  positive  developments 
that  you  can  look  forward  to  this  year.  First,  the 
Rosemary  Ashby  Campus  Center  is  real-it  will  be 
completed  this  year.  We  all  appreciate  the  patience 
you  have  shown  waiting  for  this  addition  to  the  cam- 
pus and  your  tolerance  now  as  we  live  and  work 
around  the  construction.  It  will  surely  be  worth  it. 

In  addition  to  our  new  building,  you  will  notice 
several  other  improvements  to  our  facilities.  Thanks 
to  partnerships  with  neighbors,  Hedley  Field  has 
been  beautifully  renovated.  It  is  so  lovely  I can't 
believe  we  are  actually  going  to  play  soccer  on  it. 


The  tennis  courts  have  been  resurfaced  and  work  is 
soon  to  begin  on  a new  wood  floor  for  the  gym.  We 
can  thank  a small  but  committed  group  of  students 
for  starting  the  ball  rolling  on  the  fund  raising  neces- 
sary to  commit  to  the  gym  floor  project. 

Other  facilities  work  has  been  implemented  in  the 
Residence  Halls  and  the  library,  as  well  as  a new  roof 
for  the  Fine  Arts  building. 

We  continue  to  invest  in  technology.  This  year  the 
academic  labs  in  Ellsworth  and  Dane  have  been 
updated  and  new  equipment  secured  for  the  Visual 
Arts  program. 

And,  we  continue  to  invest  in  the  most  important 
resource  this  campus  has,  our  faculty.  We  have 
added  6 full  time  faculty,  some  of  whom  you  will 
recognize  from  their  part  time  work  here  in  previous 
years.  You  are  so  lucky,  as  I am,  to  have  this  faculty 
to  work  with. 

And  you  will  notice  that  we  have  appropriately 
made  a major  investment  in  Student  Life,  an  area 
that  last  year  managed  to  do  a great  job  with  very 
few  resources.  We  have  a new  Dean  of  Student  Life, 
a new  position  in  multicultural  programming,  a new 
International  Student  Advisor  and  a recommitment 
to  the  importance  of  our  athletics  programming  in 
building  leadership.  We  have  also  received  funding 
from  Liberty  Mutual  to  continue  to  enhance  our 
Wellness  Center,  an  effort  that  relies  heavily  on  stu- 
dents, specifically  on  SHAB  (Student  Health  Adviso- 
ry Board). 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done.  Tire  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association  (SGA),  building  on  last  year's 
accomplishments,  will  be  a major  vehicle  for  stu- 
dents and  their  organizations  to  assure  clear  commu- 
nication and  help  identify  concerns  and  their 
solutions.  I urge  you  to  recognize  the  importance 
that  we  all  accord  the  SGA.  I look  forward  to  work- 
ing closely  and  listening  carefully  to  SGA. 

I hope  too  that  you  will  lend  your  energy  to  set- 
ting a course  for  learning  through  community  ser- 
vice at  Pine  Manor  College.  This  fall  students  and 
faculty  will  help  to  define  what  we  mean  by  service 
learning  at  Pine  Manor  College. 

I told  you  last  year  that  we  weren't  going  to  be 
quiet  anymore;  that  in  fact  it  was  not  socially  respon- 
sible to  be  quiet  about  all  that  is  accomplished  here. 
You  and  your  College  are  beginning  to  get  the  atten- 
tion we  deserve.  You  and  I know  what  a special 
place  this  is-what  a special  place  the  women  of  Pine 
Manor  insist  that  it  be.  Others  are  looking  at  our 
mentoring  program,  the  portfolios  you  are  develop- 
ing, tire  accomplishments  of  our  faculty,  our  tuition 
freeze,  the  diversity  of  the  campus,  the  commitment 
of  our  alumnae  to  sustain  us  and  the  nerve  that  we 
have  to  think  a small  women's  college  in  Chestnut 
Hill,  Massachusetts  can  produce  the  kind  of  leader- 
ship that  is  necessary  for  tire  21st  century. 

But  whether  you  have  been  here  for  five  days  or 
for  50  years,  you  know  as  I know  that  this  experi- 
ment is  working.  And  it  is  working  because  we 
believe  in  ourselves,  we  know  how  to  listen  and  to 
be  heard,  we  have  empathy  with  others  and  we  care 
about  the  world  beyond  our  campus.

Charitable  Remainder  Unitrust 
With  Pine  Manor  College 

We  were  looking  for  a way  to  make  a significant  gift  to  Pine  Manor 
College  beyond  what  we  could  afford  to  give  as  current  cash  gifts.  We 
also  wanted  to  integrate  such  a gift  with  our  financial  planning  for 
retirement.  So  during  the  College's  Capital  Campaign  in  the  mid- 
1980's,  we  decided  to  create  a Charitable  Remainder  Unit  Trust 
(CRUT),  naming  Pine  Manor  College  as  the  remainder  beneficiary. 

The  CRUT  was  funded  with  $100,000  of  appreciated  stock,  shelter- 
ing the  capital  gains  from  tax.  We  also  took  a current  tax  deduction  for  the  net  present  value 
of  the  gift , further  reducing  its  "cost"  to  us.  Importantly,  the  Trust  was  structured  so  that  we 
would  receive  income  each  year  (for  our  lifetime)  up  to  6%  of  the  Trust's  current  value. 

Today  we  have  a wonderful  nest  egg  that  has  grown  to  over  $280,000.  This  growth  has 
been  helped  substantially  by  the  fact  that  long-term  capital  gains  in  the  Trust  are  not  taxable. 
We  receive  current  income  of  6%,  zuhile  the  Trust's  value  is  appreciating  enough  to  at  least 
maintain  its  purchasing  power.  This  protects  our  income  and  the  principal,  which  will  ulti- 
mately go  to  Pine  Manor  College. 

The  Charitable  Remainder  Unit  Trust  has  been  a "win,  win " idea  for  us  and  for  the 
College.  Think  about  it.  It  may  work  for  you,  also.

The  Concept  and  Benefits  of  a Charitable 

Remainder  Unitrust: 

■ There  is  an  irrevocable  transfer  of  assets  by  the  donor 
to  Pine  Manor  College,  establishing  the  unitrust. 

■ The  unitrust  pays  a percentage  of  its  total  value,  at

If  the  entire  deduction  cannot  be  used 
in  the  year  of  the  gift,  the  remaining  deduction  can  be 
carried  forward  for  up  to  five  additional  years. 


■ No  capital  gains  tax  will  be  incurred  by  the  donor 
when  highly  appreciated,  long-term  assets  are  used  to 
fund  the  unitrust. 

■ At  the  end  of  the  unitrust's  term,  the  trust  principal 
goes  to  Pine  Manor  College. 

The  Donor's  Rights 

■ The  donor  selects  the  trustee  and  may  serve  as  co- 
trustee of  the  trust. 

■ The  donor  chooses  the  percentage  of  the  fixed  income 
payment:  5%,  6%,  or  7%  of  the  annual  trust  value. 

■ The  donor  chooses  the  frequency  (annually,  semi- 
annually, quarterly,  or  monthly)  of  the  payments  to  be 
received.
